RESPONSE 



In response to the Office Action dated March 30, 2004 received in connection with the 
above-identified application, and further to the interview that the Applicant had with Examiner 
Nguyen on September 21, 2004, Applicant submits the enclosed Declaration Under 37 C.F.R. 
1.131 and supporting evidentiary materials to demonstrate that she was diligent from the time 
she conceived the subject invention until the invention was reduced to practice by filing a patent 
application. 

The supporting evidentiary materials consist of notes made by the inventor during 
the time period 1996-1999 during which she was implementing the invention, as well as a print- 
out of an attempt to program scrolling of a row of thumbnails — signified as rectangular boxes. 
The content of the thumbnails was fed into the program in real time from a single or multiple 
data sources. Then notes are printed from files saved on a diskette (as are the row of thumbnails) 
also enclosed herewith. As discussed at the interview, the applicant has additional documentation
